People's Republic of China in American 
Chinatowns. Ironically, Chinese Americans 
Were unable to celebrate the subsequent rise 
of China as an independent world power; in 
facb many were forced to take anti-China 


stands to avoid appearing disloyal to either 


the US orthe Chiang governmentin Taiwan. 

世 wasnotuntil the civilrights and anti-war 
protestsinthe late 1960s and early 1970sthat 
the Submerged sympathizers began to asserf 
their rights to free Speech and association， 
and gain new adherents among Chinese 
American youth andnationalistintellectuals.

SANFRANCISCO -From San Franciscoto 
New York，thousands of Chinese students， 
caaghtupinthespiritofpolitical protestwhich 
has galvanized Chinaoverthe pastfive weeks， 
have taken to the Streets to express their Soli- 
darity with their compatriots，And, although 
theirnumbersaresignificantlysmallerthanthe 
] milllon protesting in China, their passion for 
democracy and political reform is just as in- 
tense. 

了 sanFrancisco,1,000demonstrators gath- 
eredoutsidethe Chinese consulate Saturday to 
protestthe impositon of martial law in China 
and to Support the student uprising in Beijing. 
Wearing white headbands and carrying ban- 
ners emblazoned with anti-government slo- 
gans in-Chinese and English，the students 
marched from the consulate to Portsmouth 
Square in Chinatown shouting,“Down with 
martial law!”and“Long live the Students! 
Long live Democracy!t” 

The demonstrators，mosty China-born 
graduate_ students，came from some of the 
major universities in California including UC 
Berkeley, Stanford, UC Davis, SF State and 
University of SantaClara. Students from Utah 
Tented vans and drove 1$ hours non-stop to SF 
in order to participate in the protest， 

An estimated 40,000 students from China 
attend universities in the US. Demonstrations 
Were also held in other parts of the US includ- 
ing Washington DC where about 3,500 sb- 
dents marched on the Chinese embassy. 

Asmall contingent of students met briefly 
with consulate officials in San Francisco. 
Ciaoxiaonian Xu, an economics student from 
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UC Davis who was in that meeting, said the 
officials told the student Drotesters that “We 
understand why the students are here，we 
understand their concerns.” 

After leaving the corsulate，the crowd 
continued thelir boisterous but orderly march 
toPortsmouth Square forarally.On the way， 
they were joined by sympathizers, many of 
them elderly Chinese， 

Lu Ming, ajournalist wholis studying po- 
litical science and business at UC Berkeley， 
Said he thought it would be“criminal”not to 
joinbhis fellow students in showing their Soli- 
darity with the Chinese democracy move- 
Iment He said that although the protesters” 
Slogans may Seem like“cliches”to many 
Americans, for the“Chinese who have lived 
and breathed restrictions,”the students de- 
Imands for democracy have had a profound 
and long-lasting impact on China's political 
and social landscape. 

“[FThe student movementl is the most 
wonderful thing that could have happened,” 
Lu said exuberantly.“The people have spo- 
ken out and set a precedent 一 they are no 
longer afraid 一 [government] coercion 
won twork anymore,”he said. 

Lu, 31, who wasajournalistfor an official 
news agency in China for many years, is no 
Stranger to cenSorship 一 one ofthe studcnts” 
Imajorcriticisms oftheirgovernoment Hesaid 
he was often thwarted by the govermment in 
his efforts to report the news. According to 
Lu，whenever he reported on a speech givecn 
byaparty official, he was required to getthat

BOSTON - Last week, as Chinese leaders 
prepared to send troops into Tiananmen 
9quare，Peli Min Xin Sat in his cramped， 
Sommerville,Mass.,apartmenttrying tofeed 
his three-month-old son.“Repression,” he 
Said，“will incur many costs. One will be that 
the bestand brightest in China won't return. 
Why should we be masochists22” 
As a ITecent graduate student in pojlitical 
Sclence at Harvard University, Pei is clearly 
one of China S “best and brightest” And for 
Pei, as tor the more than 2$,000 mainland 
Chinese studying in America，the current 
uprising in Chinarepresents notonlyapolit- 
cal crlsis but a personal one.By speaking out 
against the government, he could lose the job 
for which his studies are preparing him; he 
could be recalled to China without finishing 
his degree; Or he could be forced to Seek 
political asylum here. 
Yetdespilte theserisks,Peiand manyofhis 
colleagues at Harvardandthe Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, along with students 
atthe University of Cajlifornia, Berkeley,and 
Columbia University in New York，have 
taken the lead in demanding change in their 
homeland. Like theircounterparts in Califor- 
.nia and New York, they have Staged demon- 
StrationSs,， written letters, and raised funds to 

“SuUDport the Strikers in Beijing. And like their 
counterparts in Tiananmen Square,theyhave 
become vocal and'influential Proponents of 
democracy in China. 

Ten years ago, their voices mightnothave 
been heard，At that time，fewer than 100 
mainland Chinese were studying in America. 
Over the jast decade, though, China has sent 
thousands of students to the US in the hope 
that they would acquire the technical and 
SClentific Skillsthelrcountryneedstobuild its 
economy， 

As those Students began to get a taste of 
Westerrn style democracy,they begantopush 
for politcal change in China. In early 1987， 
when General Secretary Hu Yacbang was 
forced io resign，over 1,000 students from 
around the country Signed a jletter to the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party 
Supporting Hu and suggestng that Chinese 
Students Should be allowed the Tight of free 
Speech. 

Ayear later, Some 2,500 students signed a 
Sinllar ietter protesting the _ government s 
ICSITiCtions On Overseas studies. 

According to Xu Chang Gang, a gaduate 
studentin sconomlcsatHarvard,these letters 
marked the first me Chinese intellectuals 
Used thls very powerful weapon.” Neverthe- 
less，because they feared retribution, many 
students Signed these petitions with pen 
names. Only after the current student Strikes 
had begun in Beijing did they start to Speak 
Out openjly. 

AS Xu explained, referring to the hunger 
Strikers， “thls bme its different Since SO 
many pcople are prepared to die. Compared 
LO the risks they face,， we face a very Small 
TISK.” 

Whenthestudentuprising beganattheend 
of April， it caught Xu and his colleagues 
Unprceparecd. Up untl that tme, only a rela-

tively Small percentage of Chinese Students 
in America had spoken out against their 
govermmment，While they wanted 下 eater 
democracy in China, they expected it to take 
decades to come. Thus，when the Student 
demonstrations began; they had only aloose 
network of sympathizers with which to or- 
ganize Support for the Strikers. 

That network，however， has proved re- 
markably efficient On May 2, two days be- 
forethe70thanniversary ofastudentuprising 
that brought down the Chinese government， 
Some 600 Boston area Students metatMUIT to 
form the May 4th Foundation. According to 
Feng Xu Dong，executive Secretary of the 
foundation and a Ph.D. candidate in chemis- 
try at MIT, that meeting raised over $3,000 
for the students in Beijing, money the Stu- 
dents used to buy their own printing PreSS. 

Since then, the foundation and other stu- 
dent groups around the country have Iaised 
over $40,000 for the strikers im China. 

They have sent letters of Support to the 
students in Tiananmen Square, and within 
China itself they have Served as condults of 
information. Because the Chinese gOvern- 
ment has refused to transmit Student tele- 
grams, Students in Shanghali and other cities 
have been calling Boston to learn of current 
events in Beijing. 

As the uprising has DrogreSSsed，Chinese 
students in Boston, like theircounterparts -in 
Beijing, have come to see themselves as the 
inheritors ofthe original May4th Movement. 
According to Pei Min Xin,“The original 
movement went beyond nationalist fervor 
and called for science and technology. In the 
70yearssince, sciencehasbecome an acCept- 
able Practice，but not democracy， In that 
Sense, the Chinese people are demanding to 
cash in on half the promlse.” 

Unlike the members of the first May 4 由 
Movement, though，Pei and other Chinese 
students here do not aim to overthrow the 
communist govemment.They recognlze that 
their ulimate goal 一 free, democratic elec- 
tions 一 maytaketimeto achieve.Beforeany 
kind of true democracy can be established， 
they believe, the Chinese govemment must 
firstataminimum, allow freedom of speech 
and of the press, and freedom of association': 

As Xu Chang Gang points out, Such free- 
doms are critical for scholars.“Without free 
Speech and a free press，he SaySs，Ican tdo 
TeSearch.” 

Ifthe government Succeeds in clearing the 
students from Tiananmen Square and putting 
down their uprising, Chinese students here 
willfacean uncertain future atbestAsFeng 
XuDongexplains,the governmentmaintains 
apersonal file on each Chinese citizen. “All 
they need to do,”she Says, ”is put Something 
into your file, and all of asudden, you can't 
find a job. It Sticks on you forever.” 

ForPel Min Chin,thefailure ofthecurrent 
student movement could mean being barred 
from China forever. Ifhe wentback, he Says， 
he would have to choose between trying to 
Oyerthrow the government, trying to change 
it ortrying toserveit."And,headds,looking 
down at his Son，“Ifthe possibility of chang- 
ingthedictatorshipls impossible,thenmaybe 
[ll stay here.” 


UC Berkeley Changes 
Admissions Policy 


SANEFERANCISCO - After years ofheated 
debate Over the fairmness of UC Berkeley's 
admission policies, a campus faculty com- 
mitteehas issued areport proposing substan- 
tial changes in the university's admissions 
policies. The changes are planned to go into 
effectinthefalof 1991.TheCommittee will 
coordinate implementation with UC 
Berkeley's Admissions Coordinating Board. 

One of the most significant changes is the 


Tecognizeoutstandingaccomplishments ina 
varietyofspheres,including(butnotlimited 
to) art, athletics, debating; drama, music. 

*。Whbile continuing to grant preference to 
California residents, Berkeley:will continue 
to admit out-of-state-students. | 

。Berkeley should accept only those stu- 
dents who have a reasonable chance of per- 
Sisting to graduation. 

*The admissions process should include a 
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inclusion of Asians in the Economic Oppor- 
tunity Program (EOP). The program admits 
economically disadvantaged Students to the 
university. The EOP category will now be 
open to all applicants, regardless of Tace OF 
ethnicity.。 

“It s g0od we ve been brought back into 
EOP,， said Henry Deramemberofthe Asian 
American Task Force on University Admis- 
Sions， 

Dercalledthemovepartoftheuniversity”S 
attemptto makeamends forpastadmission 
polices which have discriminated Asian 
Americans. But he cautioned that “a lot of 
woOIk Still needs to be done.” 

Task Force members say that even though 
UC Chancellor Ira Michael Heymanpublicly 
apologized forunfair admilssions practices at 
UC Berkeley and that major policy changes 
areinthe works atthecampus, Asian Ameri- 
cans Should remain vigilant. 

“While we are glad the Chancellor has 
apologized, this has left some confusion in 
the community that the work of the Task 
Forceis over，SsaidJudgeLillian Sing,oneof 
the Task Force's co-Chairs,“The first step 
was to getthe University to Tecognlze that its 
1984 admissions decisions disadvantaged 
Asian Americans. NOw，we have to make 
Sure those policles are coOrrected.” 

The group plans on meeting with Heyman 
in June' to hear a progress report on Steps to 
assure fair and open admissions policies and 
Practices. 

The report，entitled "Freshman Admis- 
Sions atBerkeley:A Policyforthe 1990s and 
Beyond，by the Admissions and Enrollment 
Committee of the Berkeley Division of the 
Academic Senate,sets forth 10 principles for 
guiding admissions policy at UC Berkeley. 
They are: 

“As an institution of intermational renowa 
and as one of the nation's leading research 
Universities，Berkeley has an obligation to 
admit Students with exceptionally distin- 
guished academic records. 


。As a taxpayer-Supported public univer- 


Sity，Berkeley must strive to serve all of 
California's people.

A Message for Elite Arts 


When one mentions “culture”or“cultural 
artSs， one tends to think of the so-called 
“high "forms such as Symphony,opera, ballet 
andfne-arts museums,all ofthem derivative 
of European artforms:San Francisco,ainong 
the world s cities,boasts manyfineexamples 
of those high art forms. 

Now, an independent study of how San 
Francisco allocates its public funds to the arts 
paints a picture that is hardly a classic in the 
mode of Renoir or Van.Gogh. 

Jeff Jones and Russell Cramer accuse San 
Franclisco Of “institutional discrimination2” 
when itComes to giving outpublic money to 
arts groups. In their study, they found that 
almostS81percentofthecity'stotalmunicipal 
arts funds this fiscal year are going to nine 
elite arts organizations, all with be84ks OF 
more thany$l milllion a year. 

“Multicultural (orracial-ethnic minorityy 
arts groupsgetapaltry 5 Percent,: gay/lesbian 
groups get 0.5 percenb women's arts grOUPS 
0.4 percent，and Small-to-mid-sized nonz= 
multicultural arts grOoups get about 13 per- 
Cent. 

The big nine are the Symphony，opera， 
ballet Museum of Modern Art the Fine Arts 
Museums,the Asian Art Museum, American 
Conservatory Theater，the Exploratorium 
and the War Memorial Board. 

Jones, who has raised money for small arts 
groups, Dreviously Surveyed the racial-eth- 
nlic COmposition of seven of the elite arts 
groupS boards of directors and employee 
staffs (excluding the Asian Art Museum and 
the War Memorial Board). The seven had a 
total of 341 board members,， 97 percent of 
whom are white， They employed 2.,658 
people.of whom 92Ppercent are white. Ofthe 
non-white employees，most were concen- 
tratedin Security,janitorial,bookkeeping and 
Ieceptionlst positions rather than artistic， 
managing and technical jobs. 

(IThe Asian Art Museum usedto be run by 
whiltepeopleexclusively,butnowithas some 
Asian American involvement，including 3 
board chairman and Some board members.) 

His firststudy stirred up astorm within San 
Francisco's arts communities, which formed 
a task force to Search for more diversity on 
their boards and staffs. Big-money minori- 
ties, including Asian Americans，who also 
have an affinity for the high arts, are being 
ICcCruited Or have been recently brought on 
board to colorize the elite arts communities. 

The second study, co-authored by Cramer， 
who has been a public-relations consultant 
for women' sand minority groups, including 
Chinese for Affirmnative Action; is Said to be 


Stirring up more discussion; even though the 
only officlial response has been from one San 
Francisco arts leader who claimed the study 
to be “inaccurate”in her particular area. 

Whatis apparentis akind of arts apartheid 
policyinoneofAmerica's mostliberalcities， 
But the fndings，while eye-oOpening, aren't 
all that Surprising， Many American Cities 
featuring high culture forms follow a similar 
pattern of public funding: the Eurocentric 
groups getthe buk of he money and cachet 
The So-called minorlty arts_ groups (racial， 
Sexual) get the leftovers. 

There s a plauslble exDlariatioii for why 
San Franclscos big nine getthe mostmoney 
from the general budget property taxes and 
hotel taxes, They are a tourist attraction.
